THE WRONG REMEDY. 

{New York Herald-Tribune.] | 
Chairman Humphrey of the federal trade commis- 
sion has issued a call for a conference of magazine 
and newspaper publishers ty consider unfair methods 
of competition said to exist in the publishing busi- 
ness, The chief unfair practice aimed at, according 
to @ previous statement by Mr. Humphrey, is fraudu- 
lent advertising, which under the federal law con- 
stitutes “unfair competition” if the advertiser selis 
his goods in interstate commerce. The postofiice 
Cepartment also refuses to accept similar advertising 
sent direct through the mails. 

The federal trade commission has prosecuted many 
cases against fraudulent advertisers, But Mr. Hum- | 
phrey apparently expects acquiescence by the pub- 
lishers in an extension of the scope of the trade 
commission act. He virtually asks them to assume 
equal legal responsibility with the advertiser whvse 
statements they publish. The publisher, he says, 
Selps along the fraud. Why should he not be made 
& party to the practice suit against the ad-er- 
tiset? Yet he adds apologetically: “I know it has 
been argued that it is a grave responsibility to place 
"upon the publisher to make him responsible for the 
truth of the advertisements he publishes.” 
It is a grave responsibility, and also an unprece- 
dented, undesirable, and unnecessary one. Commis- 
sioner Myers has protested against the holding of a 
conference for any such purpose. He said perti- 
nently last week in his memorandum : | 
In my view the publisher.can only be held in
